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1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in 
a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the apphcant for patent, or on an 
intemational application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), 
(2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103 which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subj ect 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. PatentabiUty shall not be negatived 
by the maimer in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only under 
subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this 
section where the subject matter and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention 
was made, owned by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the 
same person. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a), (b), or (e) as being as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as obvious over anyone of Jenkins et al, Gudat, 
Hanseder, or Dunne et al. 

All 4 references meaure the range and angular position of a target with the use of GPS 
position data and inherent computer technology. These claims and the specification are of such 
breadth that no clear distinctions can be made for the point of novelty. Altematively, the listed 
features of these claims would have been obvious as a package that is based on the technology of 
these references as no clear line of distinctions can be drawn. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C, § 1 12, first paragraph, as non-enabling. 
No structure has been presented to define what and how the listed fimctions are supposed to 
operate and interact. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in 
the objection to the specification. 

6. The lack of any drawings are objected under 37 CFR 1 .83 in that every feature claimed 
must be shown. 

7. EUenby et al, Michel et al, Udagawa, and DE '5 19 have been cited as submitted.
